WANTS PIGS TO 
LIVE IN STYLE 


(By The Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, Dec. 28.— Pig sties 
constructed after the Gothis style 
of architecture were favored by 
Fred C. Fenton, associate profes­ 
sor of agricultural engineering of 
Iowa State College, in an address 
before the American Society of Ag­ 
ricultural Engineers today. Prop­ 
er arrangement of windows and 
lighting with sun parlors, were al­ 
so advocated by the speaker. 
A 
great 
percentage 
of 
farm 
water from shallow wells and cis­ 
terns is impure, E. W. Lehmann, 
head of the department of farm 
mechanics, University of Illinois 
told the engineers. 
“ I found in a survey I made in 
Missouri, 52 out of 50 supplies 
contaminated," he said. 
"In Iowa 
practically all the shallow wells 
were contaminated and practical­ 
ly none of the deeper ones." 
Professor Lehmann urged the 
farmer to consider the depth and 
location of his well, to protect its 
source of supply and to filter and 
sterilize the water in the absence 
of specific treatment.

The contention lost by Parker 
was that no court had the right

contem ­ 
plates a vice-chairman in (barge 
of the grain campaign who works 
with Rev. Marbach and his com­ 
mittee already selected. 
The grain 
vice 
chairman 
in 
turn will have assistants and so­ 
licitors in each rural community 
to take grain pledges, arrange for 
grain delivery to the local elevat­ 
ors, and otherwise assist in seeing 
that Morgan county farmers have 
opportunity to give of their su r­ 
plus grain to save the life of some 
child in Armenia 
or 
the 
Bible 
Lands. 
Every bushel of gtain contrib­ 
uted will be made into corn pro­ 
ducts and sent abroad. 
It 
will 
not be be sold, and later compete 
with the other grain 
which 
our 
farmers may have for sale. 
Any 
kind of grain will 
ue 
accepted. 
Corn, oats, wheat, barley, beans, 
etc. 
Corn and 
wheat 
products 
only will be shipped. 
Any 
oats, 
barley or brans wil be exchanged 
for corn. 
The corn will be ship­ 
ped to the nearest
